A Proposed memorial to the late King should find a home in the 

working men and women, with whom the heart o 

the dead Sovereign beat in fervent sympathy. As 
war 


Jewish working men and women, the inhabitants 
owe a double debt of gratitude to the memory of 
King Edward, for they are the flesh and bone of that great stricken com- 
munity for whom the departed monarch evinced such profound pity. When 
the Housing Commission was sitting, it was to the Jewish district of the 
East End that the then Prince of Wales betook himself in order 
to pursue his investigations into the question under enquiry. Where, 
then, could a memorial be more fittingly raised to his memory? 
A proposal has gone forth that the Jewish Hospital should be 
constituted the Jewish tribute to King Edward. The suggestion 
is an excellent one. It would perpetuate the late King’s solici- 
tude on behalf of the hospitals and the sick of London ; and it 
would enable a worthy enterprise to be brought at last to its consumma- 
tion. We do not forget that many members of the community have 
persistently opposed the idea of a specifically Jewish hospital. But their 
opposition might be obviated if the institution received some general 
designation after the manner of the Jewish Hospital in Manchester, which 
is called the Victoria Memorial Jewish Hospital. What would then claim 
support would be an institution shorn of any specifically Jewish title, and 
not closing its doors to Gentiles even if primarily intended for Jews. On 
such terms we believe that all sections of Jewish thought could unite, and 
we hope that the present opportunity will not be lightly thrown away 
for carrying into effect what is, after all, in the last resort, a pure object 
of mercy—mercy to those who cannot find complete comfort in a non- 
Jewish hospital. Surely the late King, with his compassion for suffering 


and his religious broad mindedness, would have desired no better memorial 
to his reign. 


One of the matters which early will engage the attention 
of Parliament is the form of oath that the King is to 
Coronation take upon his Coronation, and the omission of certain 
Oath. words which quite naturally are offensive to our Catholic 

fellow-countrymen. If we thought that the retention of 
the words objected to would tend in the slightest to the surer maintenance 
of the Protestant succession in the English monarchy, we should 
most certainly be among those who oppose any alteration in the 
words of the regal oath as at present prescribed. Romanism 
everywhere when in power is a force which Jews have reason 
to regard with fvreboding, and, apart from our own position in 
this country, there can be little question that anything like Catholic 
ascendancy would mean retrogression in England. But the value of any 
such declaration as that made by a sovereign at the solemn hour of his 
coronation consists much more in the spirit than in the words of his 
avowal. It occurs to us as somewhat in the nature of distrust to compel 


The 


the King to utter that which his acceptation of his high office itself 


implies. Indeed, there is much more than implication, since the Bill of Rights 
expressly provides against the holding of the crown by an English monarch 
who is a Papist, marries a Roman Catholic or is reconciled to or holds 
communion with the Popish religion. No-one can imagine that ifthe King 
did not so far as in him lay intend to abide by the doctrines of the 
Established Church, in spirit as in letter, be would have accepted the English 
crown, To tiink of him otherwise is to cast doubt upon his sheer honesty. If, 
on the other hand, it is permissible tu put the contrary, can it be believed 
that one so mean as to adopt the position of king with any mental 
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reservation upon a matter ao vital, would feel himself debarred 
by the putting into the form of an oath that which is_ both 
legally binding and honourably understood? The real utility of 
the oath consists in a ceremony to impress those who pay 
regard to the question from motives of religious sentiment. In doing 
this, heed must be paid that nothing offends the religious sentiment of 
Others. Without this limitation the motives of those whodesire the solemn 
asseveration can hardly be said to be truly religious. The most that 
Protestants can reasonably require in the nature of an oath is a positive 
assurance on the part of the sovereign that he will maintain the Protes- 
tant faith in the sovereignty. To require him at the same time to utter 
words which have only the practical effect of vexing their neighbours 
is illiberal and partakes of religious differentiation and persecution. We 
Jews who have suffered, and are suffering bitterly to-day from this spirit 
—and have, indeed, suffered from it most keenly of all at the instigation of 
the Romish Church—are peculiarly interested in seeing. the reference 
in the Coronation oath to which Romanists object omitted, as unworthy of 
the fine tradition and practice of religious euality and non-differentiation 
which is one of the chief glories of this blessed land. We hope the 
Government will not be deterred by any unworthy agitation from carrying 
out its tacitly expressed promise in this direction. 


The warnings which were given recently to the effect 
The Kieff that the stoppage of the hiefl expulsions amounted only 
Expulsions. to a respite. and not. a final abandonment, of the 

contemplated policy prove to have been only too 
well founded. The Jewish houses, says a trustworthy message, are 
being surrounded by police cordons, and the occupants driven to 
the police stations in groups. Even in urgent cases only two days’ 
delay is granted. It is added that a large number of families 
and persons, who have hitherto been exempted from _ these 
barbarous proceedings, are now receiving orders to leave the city within 
twenty-four hours. The Jewish population of Kieff is said to be in a state 
of despair, and the statement is easily credible, for the position 
in which they find themselves cannot be matched in any part 
of the civilised world to-day. Here are a large aggregation of people 
who are uprooted, so to speak, from the city in which they are 
earning their livelihood and compelled to seck their bread 
ina strange town. They are impoverished and driven away not because 
they are crimina's, not even because they are aliens (for they have been 
born in the country) but simply and solely because they are Jews. And 
this mediwval barbarity is being repeated in town after town in Russia, 
with hardly a word of protest on the part of the Christian Powers. The 
Bishop of Stepney and Sir John Kennaway, amongst many others, bave 
been discoursing, in the course of the May meetings, on the subject 
of Jewish conversions. If they will turn their attention to 


.the infamous wrongs that are being perpetrated on the Jews 


in Christian Russia they will 
advantage and earn a little more respect from the people in 
whom they profess such generous interest. With a Christian 
nation hounding half the Jewish race to misery-and destitution— where it 
does not imbrue its hands in Jewish blood—the preaching of Christian 
dogma to our community is a double insult, an insult to our common sense 
as well as to our religious feelings. In the renewed crisis we are sure that 
any intercession that may be necessary will not be shirked by influential 
organisations—whethber on this or the other side of the Atlantic. We can- 


not, and will not, remain silent while this long-drawn tragedy winds itself 
out to its-fatal consummation.

Lord Rothschild’s kindly consideration in connee- 
tion with the housing conditions of Tring—an 
account of which we publish elsewhere—will be 
appreciated far beyond the district.

is heard from time to time—in official as well as non-official juarters — of 
the bad housing arrangements in country places. Bat it is rarely 
that private munificence comes so effectively to the help of 
legislation. Lord Rothschild’s latest action is no surprise, of 
course, to those who follow current affairs. His Four Per Cent. 
Dwellings Company has done not a little to create healthy housing 
conditions in town. In this connection it will be remembered that it was 
another prominent Jew, Lord Swaythling, who presented £10,000 to 
the London County Council for use in connection with their 
housing enterprises ; while it is generally well known that it was that 
great statesman of Jewish birth, Lord Beaconsfield, who suggested 
to the late Lord Rowton the houses which are so inseparably associated 
with his lordsbip’s name. No body of men and women ought better to 
appreciate the vital necessity of a good, even if humble, dwelling-place, 
for to Jews home life is essential, and this cannot attain its highest ideal 
amidst surroundings of squalor and lack of sanitation. It is one of the 
melancholy facts of contemporary life that Jews, of all people, should be 
driven to overcrowding and to residence in wretched houses by the 


grinding oppression and poverty that seems the unchanging law of their 
existence.

The Hebrew Orphan. Asylum in New York. 


[From our Correspondent. | 
NEW YORK, 

The report submitted by Mr. Louis Stern, President of the Hebrew 
Orphan Asylum, at its eighty-seventh annual meeting, showed that the 
society has made steady and continual progress. It has a total membership 
of over five thousand. At the anniversary celebration of the opening of the 
first home of the Asylum, just fifty years ago, it was pointed out that out 
of the six thousand children brought up, only 57 had died, while in the 
care of the Asylum. The increasing tiumber of applications for admission 
and the lack of room have compelled the society to send out an appeal for 
larger funds. The total number of children now being cared for is 1,160, of 
whom 691 are boys and 469 girls. A large number of children are being 
boarded out in private homes, and widowed mothers are being assisted in 
order that they may keep their children in their own homes. The children 
who are boarded out are carefully looked after by agents of the Asylum and 
by the local Board of Health. The Asylum sees to it that the children 
receive vocational training as well as public school instruction, in order that 
they may become self-supporting immediately upon their leaving it. An 
important feature of the activity of this institution is its summer school at 
Woodlands (N.Y.), where delicate children are cared for during the summer 
and accustomed to active out-of-door life. 


The Russian Sunday Closiag Bill. 


The Duma has not shown itself more tolerant to the various nationalities 
inhabiting Russia than the Committee of the Chamber, and the efforts of the 
opposition on behalf of the Mussalmans, Poles and Jews proved in vain. 
Every party submitted to the House a separate formula, setting forth its 
wishes on the Sunday closing question. The Right of the Duma was anxious 
to see Sundays and other Christian holidays observed as days of complete 
rest : the Government and the Octobrists supported that view, but desired 
to give the municipalities a free hand in meeting the needs of other nation- 
alities, whenever possible; the Cadets proposed to permit the Jews and 
Mussulmans to rest on Saturdays and Fridays respectively, instead of Sun- 
days; the Socialists maintained that every community should be given the 
power to fix its own day of rest ; whilst the Poles argued that they ought to 
be permitted to celebrate their holidays in accordance with the dates 
of the New Style Calendar.

It would be more advisable for our Government to 
emancipate first all our nationalities in order to make them proud of their 
Russian citizenship.” The deputy for Odessa, in the course of an eloquent 
speech, stated how unfair it would be to punish religious Jews by making 
them rest on two days in the week. Turning to the anti-Semites he said : 
“A great friend of your party, General Tolmatchefl, has always endeavoured 
to provide the Jews with every facility for remaining true to their religion 
and, at each opportune moment, he emphasised the qualities of the Jew of 
the synagogue. Your leader, M. Markoil, made, however, some very 
unfavourable comments about the Shulchan Aruecl in the Duma, and now you 
all intend to make it impossible for the ancient people to observe Saturday 
as a day of rest.” 

M. Freedman referred to the general observance of Saturday as a Jewish 
holiday ia the provincial towns, and impressed upon the Duma the importance 
of allowing the Jews to rest on the day enjoined by theie religion, as only 
such a decision would be worthy of a Christian nation. The Duma rejected 
the Cadet resolution by 194 votes to 101, and adopted the proposal of the 
Right that Sundays, the New Year day, the two days of Easter, the two days 
of Christmas and 1%th February (the day of the liberation of the peasants 
from serfdom) should be declared as compulsory holidays throughout the 
kmpire. 


The Bill for the Abolition of the Russian Pale. 


The Kovno Committee of Communal Workers has authorised Deputy 
Freedman to introduce the Bill for the Abolition of the Pale into the Doma 
before the end of the present session, provided no uoforeseen obstacles occur 
during that time. The measure already bears eighty-three signatures of 
various Deputies, 

Dbepaty Freedman was informed of the exile of eight Jewish families 
from Lesnizkovo (Ekaterinoslav). Forty Jewish families were ordered to 
leave Tashkent in the course of three days. The authorities are compelling 
all housekeepers in the summer resorts not to let their houses to Jews 
without special permission, even if they possess the right to reside in the 
villages. As a result our coreligionists are forced to make application to 
the police for permits and aflix stamps on the forms. . 


The Death of Elise Orzeszko. 


The Russian Jews have learnt with deep regret of the death of the 
great Polish authoress, Elise Orzeszko, at Grodno. Her wonderful books, 
“Myer Yusefovitch,” “Elijah Makover,” “ Gedaliah,” and others, the 
characters of which were all taken from real Jewish life in the modern 
Ghettos, won for her the admiration and respect of the Jews. In her works 
she demonstrated her love for the persecuted Jews and her anxiety to see 
them not only emancipated, bat also enjoying special national privileges. 
The deceased was sixty-cight years of age. Three years ago she celebrated 
the fortieth anniversary of her literary activity, and our Russian and Polish 
coreligionists presented her with a gold pen on the occasion. 


New Educational Restrictions in Russia. 

The authorities propose to limit the admission of Jews into the musical 
colleges at the commencement of the new year. 

The Curator of Kasan has issued an order instructing schools not to 
admit Jewish artisans, ‘as the latter ought to go to the Pale If they wish to 
educate themselves.” 

The Kishineff educational authorities have misconstrued the circular 
advising the Principals of schools outside the Pale to examine the right of 
residence of Jewish candidates before admitting them, and they began to 
demand of all applicants certificates proving that they may live in Kishineff. 
The police, however, argue that such documents are unnecessary, as the town 
is situated in the Pale. 

A Russian colonel and principal of a private school is claiming 300,000 
roubles damages from the Government for introducing the percentage norm 
into the iastitation, resulting in a deficiency of pupils. 

Great Fires in Russia. 

Tae town Zambrov (Poland) was practically destroyed by a great con- 
Nagration, which left over seven hundred Jewish families in a most pitiful 
state and devoid of all means. The losses amount to 500,000 roubles, and 
very little of the property was insured. The afflicted community has issued 
an urgent appeal for help. 

A great fire at Ostrovzi (Radom) destroyed several Jewish houses, 
resulting in a loss of 100,000 roubles. At Krupki (Mohileff), a Jewish woman. 
two of her sons and a niece were burnt to death during a conflagration. 


Russo-Jewish Emigrants to Palestine. 

Jewish emigrants to the number of 2,459 passed Odessa on the way to 
Palestine, according to the statistics of the Palestine Colonisation Society 
for the year 1909. They consisted of 1,462 men and 797 women. Seventy- 
one of them had in their possession 10,000 roubles each, whilst most of them 
had over a thousand roubles. The Colonisation Society has also entered into 
am agreement with the Black Sea Liner'’s Company, in accordance with 
which kosher food is supplied to the emigrants, and a special overseer 
accompanies each group of passengers. 


The Ica and the Russo-Jewish Colonies. 
The Director of the Ica headquarters, M. Meyerson, has arrived at St. 


Petersburg, with a view to inspecting the Jewish colonies in the Provinces 
of Cherson and Ekaterinoslav. 


The Names Question Again. 

The Governor of Minsk has instituted legal proceedings against several 
notable Jews for using Russian first names. The Odessa Public Prosecutor 
has also appealed to the Senate against the verdict of the local Assizes, 
acquitting M. Brodsky for using the name of * Arkadi,” instead of Aaron.

Str,—I have read, with no little amazement, the Rev. Harry S. Lewis's 
letter in your last issue. It is surely time to protest when a Jewish 
preacher tells his coreligionists “ we should always be ready to admit new 
books in the canon of our Scriptures.”

This week he offers us a 
little compensation by inviting us to inclade the Gospels, as well as other 
new books, in our canon of Scripture.

<loes Mr. Lewis draw his line of demarcation’ The Old Testament has been 
all-sufticient Tor Jews—orthodox as well as reform—in allages. If Liberal 
Judaism feels bound to include the Gospels (to say nothing of the other New 
Testament writings), in its canon of Scripture, it must adopt some other 
designation, for it ceases to be Judaism. The whole purpose of the New 
Testament was to supplant the Old Testament. It naturally teaches doc- 
trines diametrically opposed.to the fandamental tenets of Judaism. It is 
sheer nonsense for Jews, who believe in the unity of God, to include among 
their sacred records, writings which teach : (1) the belief in a divine mediator 
saving humanity from the cruel wrath of an offended deity; (2) the abroga- 
tion of the laws of the Torah: (3) the dogma of the trinity, and so on. 

Let the leaders of Liberal Judaism pause, and consider the inevitable 
conse, uences of enlarging our canon to include the Gospels. Dr. Biichler is 
perfectly right in reminding Jews that our history can give us men like 
Hillel whose characters are more perfect than the recorded character of 
Jesus. Nevertheless, Mr. Lewis has essayed to criticise Dr. Bichler's 
attempt to contrast Hillel with Jesus. Mr. Lewis complains that we are 
* told once more that the Gospels contain no new lesson for the world.” I 
am not aware that Ir. Bichler said anything of the kind. I venture, how- 
ever, to assert that the Gospels do not contain new lessons forthe Jews. It 


anything to learn from the Gospels. It is a fact that Christianity carried on 
the great missionary work of the Jews which Philo and Josephus describe 
and which Matthew (xxiii., 15) and Seneca confirm. This missionary work 
was the creation of Paul and not of Jesus. Paul and his followers 
were ‘all things to all men.” They allowed the heathens to retain 
their beliefs, rites, and at times even their idols, provided they also believed 
in Jesus. The worship of the Madonna and child in parts of Italy and 
Gireece are, to this very day, merely survivals of heathen worship. “ There 
is evidence,’ says Glover (“The Conflict of Religions in the Early Roman 
Empire,” p. 23), “to show that the Madonna in Southern Italy is really Isis 
re-named.” Does Mr. Lewis wish the Jews to rejoice at this? I also agree 
that “a tree must be tested by its fruits.” MHarnack’s account of the 
spirituality of the Greek Charch and of the Roman Catholic Church will 
enable all interested to estimate the value of the Gospels in having 
2vangelised the Roman Empire. It is a dictum among the Higher Crities, 
that Jesus's sphere of work was strictly limited to the Jews. He took no 
interest in the fate of the Gentiles scattered all over the world. It is, 
therefore, useless to point to Jesus as “ the force of an inspiring example ” 
in connection with the effect of the Gospels on the Roman Empire. The 
Church of Paul is alone responsible for this. 

Again, does Mr. Lewis believe that the Synagogue has begotten men 
inferior morally and spiritually to the children of the Church? If his 
answer is in the negative, why do the Jews need the Gospel? What gain 
from the standpoint of religion and morals is likely to arise’ The Gospels 
have begotten un-Jewish characteristics which would be detrimental to our 
mission. Asceticism, monasticism, celibacy, exorcisms, belief in the devil, 
and so on, are all un-Jewish and tend to depress human life. Mr. Lewis 
insists that “if the Gospels contain great and important truths their errors 
matter little.” The Jew replies to this that the Gospels do not contain any 
new traths, and their errors are likely to influence the Jews in the same way 
as they have inflaenced the Christians. It is qulte preposterous to (uote 
the example of Rabbi Meir who adopted some of Elisha ben Abuijah’'s 
teaching. Elisha was the teacher of Meir, and owing to his apostacy it was 
necessary for Meir to discard much of the teaching of Elisha. The case of 
the Gospels is entirely different. Jews cannot pick and choose this or that 
passage, if the Gospels are included in the canon of Scripture. 

It is a source of comfort to find that Mr. Lewisconsiders Judaism superior 


to Christianity, inasmuch as Hillel did not “presume to claim a unique . 


relation to God and the power to forgive sins.” Trae, “ the righteous stand 
in a special relation to God,” but Judaism teaches that the righteous inclade 
men and women of all races and creeds. Jesus, however, did not teach this 
all-embracing belief. Is Mr. Lewis correct in referring to Luke vii., 50, in 
connection with Dr. Biichler’s question “Did Hillel consider it religious 
that the mere faith of a person in his power was sufficient for salvation ?”

JUDAISM FROM THE CHRISfIAN POINT OF VIEW, 


“LIBERAL” 


The Bishop of Stepney presided last Tuesday at the annual meeting of 
the East London Fund for the Jews. 

The CHAIRMAN said they were approaching what he thought was a 
critical period in the life of English Judaism. Those who had studied the 
subject would no doubt be well aware that a sort of critical process had 
been going on abroad and had probably touched their universities. That 
critical examination of the Scriptures had penetrated and was influencing 
in a remarkable way the whole body of Judaism. Learned Jewish scholars 
and Jewish philanthropists of the highest possible character scemed to be 
feeling the touch and influence of this critical process. The consequence 
very likely would be that Judaism might feel that same sort of risk of 
disruption which had been experienced in other forms of faith. One great 
teacher seemed to point towards a possible alliance—not in his time, per- 
haps, or in bis children’s—between Judaism and what he would regard 
as a most liberal form of Christian thought. He looked forward to a unien 
of something like Liberal Judaism and Christian Unitarianism He (the 
speaker) thought that he saw for Judaism a more congenial and stronger 
alliance. It did seem to him that the Church of England, with her two 
great features of loyalty to tradition, and yet flexibility to meet the needs, 
requirements and surroundings of a particular party, might be called to 
play a real part in a more lasting, a more congenial, a far more fruitful

Sir JouN KENNAWAY referred to the way the Jews were beginning to 
study the New Testament. Their clergy were beginning to learn it. Some 
Jews were trying to reject the supernatural Christ but were accepting 
the human historical Christ. Bat they wotld fail as the German critics 
had. Christian churches had to face two great problems at the present 
day : the crisis of modern missions and that of Mohammedanism. How were 
they to combat the power of Mohammedanism and how were they to place 
Christianity before the Orientals? For those tasks the Hebrew-Christian 
was especially fitted. Brought up as a Monotheist, he could sympathise 
with Moslems and in the same way, being an Oriental, he could present 
Christianity to Orientals in a way disentangled from their Western ideas. 
For this Christian purpose they wanted to enlist them on their side. They 
believed that there were no missionaries with such power as the Jewish 
race. Their cosmopolitanism, their power of language, their ability and 
their energy fitted them above all others for the work.

Sinee 1902 he was a member of Parliament for Auckland, and was 
rei ipned on three occasions. He was a brilliant orator, and was recognised 
as one of the leading men in the “House,” where he championed 
the Jewish cause with mach effect.

It is significant 
that the number of K.C.’s in the whole dominion is limited to ten. At one 
tine he was Vice-Consul for Norway, Sweden and Denmark, in Auckland, 
and at the time of his death was Consul for Denmark. He took a great interest 
in military matters, and was Captain of No. 3 Company of Native Rifles, and for 
the past two years retained the rank of Hon. Cap ain of theCompany. He was 
4 member of the Officers’ (Military Club), the Northern and Auckland Clubs, 
Savage Club and the Orphans’ Club. He was a great educationist and 
Chairman of the first Education Committee that was set up in the New 
Zealand Parliament. He possessed great literary ability, and was a 
fr-cuent eontributor to the Press. He took a vast amount of interest in 
sport, and at the time of his death was President of the Auckland Football 
Association and one of the chartered members of the Golf Club. It was said 
of him that he was marked out to become the next Minister of Education.

THE NEW SYNAGOGUE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “* JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


‘in,—-The United Synagogue having decided not to proceed at present 
w ‘h their scheme for closing the New Synagogue, it may be of interest to 
your readers if I state what are the facts of the case in dispute. The New 
Sybagogue jis, perhaps, the most beautiful building of the kind in the 
‘uited Kingdom and is structurally sound. It has 216 male seatholders, 
renresenting about 1,000 souls attached to the synagogue, exclusive of 
‘Lose who hire seats for the holy days, paying over £250 yearly as rental. 
lhe number of seatholders could be largely increased, the synagogue being 
S\tuated very close to the Jewish uarter, were it not for the high seat rental 
tho managers are forced to charge and for repeated attempts to sell up this 
or'hodox synagogue by the United Synagogue, thus greatly discouraging the 
of this necessary place of worship. 

Let me now briefly refer to the history of the New Synagogue. It is 
over seventy years old, and isa parent synagogue of the United Synagogue. It 
hal an endowment of about £15,000 provided by wealthy members on their 
Micration westwards. It is freehold, with valuable outside properties. 
How has it been treated’ The funds of this parent synagogue as well as its 
properties have been annexed by the United Synagogue. Shafts Court, the 
Property of the New Synagogue, has been let to the Post Office for £368 a 
year, the rent being taken by the United Synagogue, a different treatment 
‘rom that aecorded the New West Ead and other Synagogues which 
have been allowed the benefit of the rental received from parts of their 
Sites. This proposed scheme of the United Synagogue to deal with the 
New Synagogue is practically a copy of the manner in which they dealt with 
the Hambro’ Synagogue, although with the assent of their seatholders. That 
‘8 a failure and the present scheme would be a still greater failure. In 
any case | should feel reluctant to destroy a beautiful place of worship 
‘tuply because the site has become very valuable. Possibly a solation 
might be arrived at by co-operation, even by combination, to defend what all 
orthodox Jews hold in reverence.

SPECIAL INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


To Dr. Leonard Levy and Dr. Stephen Wise has succeeded Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch, the most famous of the protagonists of American Reformed 
Judaism. This is not the 
Doetor’s first visit to this 
country. It is some twenty- 
six years since he first set 
foot here. Ten years after 
he again came to England, 
repeating bis visit in 189%. 
Four years after he addressed 
the Jewish Religious lnion 
in London, and spoke to the 
Literary Societies at Rams- 
gate. Last Sunday the 
Doctor wus again to have left 
London—en route for Berlin 
where he is to speak at his 
old «almu mater, “ Die Lehran- 
stalt fiir die Wissenschaft des 
Judenthums.” 

Dr. Hirsch quickly divined 
my intentions, writes a 
representative of the JEWIsi 
CHRONICLE, when I called 
on him at his hotel the other 
day, and he plunged at once 
into a statement of his views. 
His opinions, as he unfolded 
them, were. as will be seen, 
of anything but a cheerful 
description. They point un- 
mistakably to the existence 
of a serious religious position 
in America. But let Dr. 
Hirsch speak for himself. 

“In America,” be began, “ we take a great interest in the Liberalising 
movement in England. During the winter I bad some correspondence with 
Mr. Claude Montefiore and Mr. Israel Abrahams. I told them my plans 
included a visit to Europe. They asked meto address the members of the 
Union, and | agreed. lam not a missionary among the orthodox Jews, but 
among those in America who think as I do, and the many more who are 
indifferent. If we can organise them to satisfy their own religious needs 
within Judaism, it is surely a good thing. That is the purpose of 
my life. In America, if we had had no such thing as Reform 
Judaism, the German Jews would have drifted away without excep- 
tion. Up till 188l1—the time of the Russian influx—the majority of Jews in 
America were of German extraction or birth, and had it not been for the 
Reform movement most of them would have been lost to the race. In the 
case of the Portuguese Jews, who did not tolerate the Reform movement, 
their deseendants are almost entirely found in Christian churches. Take 
the old Portuguese congregation in Philadelphia. They built a new syna- 
yogue recentiv, a member having left the necessary funds for it asa legacy. 
But the nephew of the testator, who was the executor under the will, was a 
member of the Episcopalian Church. My father was Reform Rabbi in 
Philadelphia, He was called on once by a man named Hart to officiate at the 
funeral of his father, He did so, and foand that the whole family of Hart 
had intermarried and gone over to Christianity. The Harts were a 
Portuguese family. In New York there are some old Jewish Portuguese 
families still loval to Judaism. But their loyalty consists largely in going to 
Temple once a year—on Yom Kippur. In New York they have a large syna- 
goxue, but the attendance is very small, except on the holidays, and the 
regular attendants are no longer Portuguese, but German or Kussian Jews.” 

Dr. Hirsch, warming to his subject, proceeded to claim that the Reform 
movement in America had helped to keep the Jews of Liberal tendency witb- 
in the Jewish fold. Conversions to Christianity in America, he declared, 
were very rare, and most Jews, no matter how wealthy or what their social 
position, were identified with Jewish interests and were members of the 
Reform congregations, 

“ Take my own congregation,” he continued, “ most of the members now 
are the sons of Germanimmigrants. My congregation, therefore. represents 
the second generation of Reform Judaism. This answers the objection that 
Liberal Judaism is a bridge over which the second generation passes to 
Christianity. As a matter of fact, the Reform movement has prevented con- 
versions from taking place. In Germany, the moment Jews rise they go 
from the fold. That sort of thing we don’t havein Americaatall. From the 
point of view of the Chief Rabbi we may be very poor Jews, but weare Jews, and 
our Judaism is very intense, and, so far as opposition to Christianity is con- 
cerned, as intense as any. My own congregation in Chicago, which is reputed 
to be the most radical of any, is building a new synagogue at a cost of £100,000. 
The synagogue is being built out of the voluntary contributions of the mem- 
bers. _ Why do the members do that, if they do not wish to be Jews? The 
American Reform Congregations treat their ministers very liberally. All 
that costs money. Whyshould they incur these sacrifices if they do not feel 
that they want to be identified with Jews, and that the ‘teaching of 
Judaism appeals to them? Nobody can «question that the burden of 
the Russian Jews is borne by the Reform Jews. In Chicago we raise every 
year for Jewish philanthropic purposes 365,000 dollars. Of that sum, three- 
quarters come from Reform Congregations, and two-thirds of the whole are 
contributed by my congregation. The Russian Jews in Chicago know that 
they have no stronger friend or better supporter than my Synagogue. The 
Vice-President of my congregation (Mr. Rosenwald) is a very wealthy man 
and ponte out re money for Jewish purposes.”

‘hen good Queen Victoria was taken from us. But her death, after a reign 
| extending over two generations, seemed to be in accord with the order of 
‘ture. There was profound emotion, deep reverence. Yet all was tempered 
by thought of the inevitable. But here the end came to us all with a 
venumbing suddenness. We stood and still stand appalled by the 
MAJESTY OF DEATH, 
And now that we, in common with all our fellow-countrymen throughout 
: the Empire, are assembled in the house of God, it is meet that we ask our- 
, sclves “ What aileth the people that they weep?” It is right that we should 
ponder on the reasons for this universal grief, this unanimity of mourning. 
In common with all citizens of the Empire we acknowledge the wisdom 
of the late King’s governance. No Sovereign that ever sat on England's 
throne knew better than King Edward of blessed and glorious memory how 
'o defend the intefests of the State and to assert the dignity of the Empire. 
\nd at the same time he was enabled by his rare sagacity, by the “ charm 
‘hat sat on the King’s lips,” to link the Empire with many other nations in 
the bonds of peace and goodwill, to soften many asperities, to clear many a 
misunderstanding, so that he will live in history as 
EDWARD THE PEACEMAKER 
—verily the proudest epithet ever attached to a monarch’s name. But 
these services, precious as they are, will not by themselves account for the 
neerity of the national grief. The man in the street is neither a 
diplomatist nor a statesman. Preaching as | do here, in the quarter of the 
city inhabited by the toilers, I would ask you, what was the secret of the 
‘ate King's being loved and revered not merely by the great ones of the earth, 
vy men of arts and letters, by the leisured classes, but by the masses, 80 
that they all feel the sense of a keen personal loss? It is contained in the 
words of our text: “The King that faithfully judgeth the poor, his throne 
shall be established for ever.’ Yes, my brethren, this universal, this 
unprecedented homage is offered to the departed King, because, while he 
loved all his subjects alike, his special, his most unswerving care was 
devoted to those that needed it most,"because his sympathies, ever alert, 
vere keenest with those beset by suffering and hardship. And truly this is 
he most kinglike of all attributes. 
, | Titles are shadows, crowns are empty things ; 
‘ The good of subjects is the end of Kings. 
°r, as Solomon phrases this truth in words finer than any epigram: “Mercy 
ind truth preserve the King: and his Throne is upholden by mercy” 
P Proverbs xx. 28), When he aseended the Throne, alas! barely ten years 
ago, he promised that he would work 
For Tugs Goop OF HIs PEOPLE. 
Right nobly has he kept this kingly pledge. How assiduously did he apply 
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himself to render happier the lot of the lowly and neglected! It is recorded 
that the first measure which claimed his powerful interest when he had 
taken his seat in the House of Lords as Prince of Wales, was a Bill for the 
Housing of the Working Classes. However humble the source fror. which 
a communication reached him, he held it worthy of his notice. Not long ago 
I was asked, by the King’s desire, to give the prvcis of a letter and pamphlet 
written in Hebrew, which had been sent to him from Jerusalem, and | 
received his gracious thanks when I had done this. But matters of craver 
import claimed his constant vigilance. Our Rabbis, with true insight, have 
declared : “That of all sections of society the poorest, those who stand in 
most urgent need of help are 
THOSE WHO SUFFER FROM SICKNESS,” 

Deeply penetrated as he was by this truth, King Edward devoted the most 
anxious solicitude to the maintenance of our medical charities. He estab- 
lished the fund that will, I hope, bear his name for ever, in support of the 
London Hospitals. Fully realising the havoc caused by two dread maladies 
which afflict the children of man, he stimulated research into their origin 
with the hope of eventually extirpating these cruel plagues. And there are 
reasons of special force that grappled ; 

THe Hearts OF ANGLO-JEWRY 
with hooks of steel to that great heart, which now has ceased to beat, 1 
will not labour the point that during his reign a Jew for the first time was 
admitted into the Cabinet and that three brothers in faith are now holding 
offices in the Government. This fact is due to the sense of justice, and the 
absence of religious intolerance, which are among the finest characteristics of 
the British nation. Our tribute of homage is offered to the memory of the 
King because we cannot doubt that his heart bled for the sufferings caused 
by oppression and persecution, I have no authoritative statement to make 
with regard to any intervention on the part of our late King. I cannot vouch 
for the truth of the statement recorded inthe Continental Jewish Press, that 
trustworthy accounts have reached them from Russia that King Edward on 
several occasions pleaded with his Imperial nephew on behalf of his 
Jewish subjects. (f greater moment was the example he held up to other 
monarchs and other States of his passionate desire to mete out 

EytaL JUSTICE TO EVERY RACE 
and to every religious denomination beneath his benign sway. We can 
therefore well believe that when the project of assigning a British territory 
to Jewish exiles was mooted, he charged the Minister responsible for this 
matter: “ Do the very best you can for that great, poor people.” Can we 
then, fail to understand, that no portion of his late Majesty's subjects grieves 
more sincerely for his untimely death than our brethrenin faith? We all 
feel as though a dear and valaed friend had been taken from us. We lament 
as Israel lamented of vore, when Zedekiah had died, “The breath of 
our life, the anointed of the Lord, of whom we said, Under his shadow shall we 
live among the peoples.” He has been taken from us in the plenitude of his 
power, in the noontide of his popularity, in the fulness of his activity. But 
as our text tells us, * His throne shall be established for ever.” A two-fold 
immortality is vouchsafed to him. His soul is with God. His memory will 
be treasured as an abiding possession by the nation. His name will be 
enslirined in the glorious bead-roll of pious rulers, honoured and blessed for 
aye by the 

WHOLE House or ISRAEL. 
Itis related in the Talmud that * when Antoninus the Roman Emperor died 
his bosom-friend, Rabbi Judah, wailed, ‘Alas! the bond has been severed, 
the link has been snapped asunder.’” Happily, we do not share so gloomy a 
foreboding. We have every reason to believe that 
KING GEORGE 

will tread in his father's footsteps, on the pathway of high endeavour and 
joyous accomplishment. lacial prejadices are as hateful to him as they 
were to his august predecessor on the throne. 1 have had ample opportunities 
vouchsafed to me to convince me that his sole desire is for the good of his 
people, that the poor and afflicted are as precious in his sight as they were 
in his father’s. The nation yields him its loving trust and willing obedience, 
assured that he will steer the ship of State wisely and firmly through the 
shoals and quicksands it may encounter. We shall now with all fervour 
invoke Heaven's blessing upon the King who has ascended the throne of his 
ancestors and upon his gracious consort, who will stand at his right hand 
with sweet sympathy and loving thought. And we pray for the (ueen- 
Mother, whom we beheld just now in the majesty of her ineflable sorrow— 
the (Jueen-Mother who, by the words she has addressed to the nation, has 
added a new consecration to the sacred word Mother, who was idolized by 
her people in the hey-day of her glory, who is honoured and loved, beyond 
words, in this season of her heart-broken anguish. Let us lift up our full 
hearts to God and pray to Him for the dead and the living! 


BEVIS MARKS. 


It is very many years since, on occasions other than Kippur, the ancient 
fane at Bevis Marks has been so thronged. The congregation at Friday's 
memorial service was in every respect a representative one. Kast End 
Yehidim rubbed shoulders with those of the West, and one noticed here and 
there many an unfamiliar face. Sir Francis Montefiore was among those 
present, and Sir Edward Sassoon was an early arrival. The galleries were 
filled with an unusually large concourse of ladies dressed in the garb of 
mourning. From the Kchal depended an enormous curtain of black material, 
such as is used on the occasion of the Fast of Ab, and immense bows of 
purple velvet were placed around the great pillars, introducing a distinctly 
unfamiliar note in the usually subdued colour scheme of the edifice. After- 
noon service was intoned by the Senior Chazan, the Rev. S. J. Roco,. the 
cantillation being noticeably of a dirgelike character. 

The HAHAM, in the course of his sermon, said that: All classes of the 
Empire, great and mighty, small and weak, realised King Edward's death as 
a personal loss. His interests were as world-wide as the Empire which he 
ruled. Nothing human was strange to him. A ruler among Kings, a kind 
sympathiser among the sick, a friend in need to the poor, a man to whom all 
the aspirations and aims of science and art appealed, a patron of every 
undertaking that would further the welfare of his people, alleviate its 
distress, lighten its burden, and light up its darkness. To draw nearer man 
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to man, to break down the barriers raised by ignorance and prejudice, to 
establish the reign of peace instead of the horrors of war, to be foremost in 
the appreciation of the good qualities of men and races, to soar far above 
the narrow insularity of many of his subjects—-such were the ideals for 
which the late King Edward worked and lived. He urged the congregation 
to show their appreciation of the benefits received under King Edward's 
sway by consecrating their lives to the ideal ot lofty patriotism. 

Dr. Gaster concluded with the following prayer :— 

The Rock, His work is perfect, for all His ways are judgment; a God of truth, in 
whom there is no iniquity; just and righteous is He. In whose hand is the soul of 
every living being and the breath of every mortal man. The Lord killeth and 
quickeneth the life: He bringeth down to Sheol and bringeth up. He taketh the 
souls and keepeth His faithfulness to those who slumber in the dust. He ruleth in 
His world, and who is there who may say unto Him, What doest Thou ” 

© Lord and King, full of mercy, acting with compassion towards all flesh and 
spirit! We beseech thee, may it be thy gracious will to cause to ascend before thy 
glorious Throne the soul of our beloved King Edward, who has departed this world 
arid has been gathered unto his people. O! Supreme King of Kings, remember in 
love his righteousness and his charitable deeds. Requite him in thine abundant 
mercy for all his high aims and noble achievements. Hide him under the shadow of 
thy wings. Bind his soul in the bond of life. Cause his rest to be glorious, and grant 
him peace everlasting. And may the word of Scripture be fulfilled: “ And thy 
righteousness shall go before thee, and the glory of the Lord shall follow in thy 
rear. 

Supreme King of Kings, Thou who healest the broken-hearted and bindest up 
their wounds, hea! also this great breach. Send Thy divine comfort to the mourners, 
grant them soothing joy instead of grievous sorrow. Comfort His Majesty our most 
gracious Sovereign King George, our gracious Queen Mary, Alexandra the ()ueen- 
Mother, Edward Duke of Cornwall, and all the Royal Family. Grant them long 
life. Bless them with the abundance of Thy divine grace. Fulfil their wishes for 
the good of the Empire and for its prosperity, and hasten the days of the Redeemer 
unto Zion. May such be Thy gracious will. And let us say, Amen. 

Psalm xvi. was then read, the recital of Kaddish and Alenu concluding 
an impressive service. There was no choir. 


BERKELEY STREET. 


A crowded congregation attended the memorial service at this syna- 
gogue last Friday afternoon. The Chief Rabbi's Service was used, Psalm ciii. 
being, however, substituted for Psalm xvi. The prayers were read by the 
Revs. Morris Joseph and Isidore Harris. 


The Rev. Morris Joseru preached the sermon, which was based on 
Lamentations iv., 20,“ The breath of our nostrils, the anointed of the Lord, 
of whom we said, Under his shadow we shall live among the nations.” Even 
the title of the “anointed of the Lord,” used as it was by the second Isaiah 
to designate Cyrus, a monarch of an alien race, might, said the preacher, be 
fitly applied to the seventh Edward, called under God's providence to do His 
holy work of justice and mercy ina great Empire, hing by the grace of God, 
by the truly Divine right of innate goodness. That day's funeral obsequies 
were no empty form. If their pomp faithfully imaged the greatness 
of the Sovereign for whom they had been performed, their mournful aspects 
represented with equal fidelity the widespread sorrow which his death had 
awakened. A retinue of kings fitly followed the bier of one of the most 
kingly of monarchs. But qaite as symbollic, and even more impressive, 
were the vast multitudes that came forth to bid him “ (;od-speed on his last 
earthly journey. They were symbolic because they typified the love in 
which he was held by all sorts and conditions of men. His death had left a 
sense of personal and almost irreparable loss. He had been, to use the 
sacred poet's description of his own king, the very breath of our life. He 
had been part not only of England,.but almost of ourselves. It was wonder- 
ful to think of the benign ascendency, far exceeding the power of the despot, 
which he, a constitutional Sovereign, gained over men. It was 
a veritable magic which, in his death, had won tributes of 
sorrow not only from the wealthy and the contented, but from 
the poor and the dissatisied, from the working-man dreaming 
of a new social order that should rout all his woes, from the Irish 
Nationalist with sympathies estranged from England. When ruiérs were 
being laid low by murderous hands, we said * They will not harm our king: 
he is too kind and good.” The old sanctity that was held to hedge in the 
Sovereign made him secure. Who would touch the Lord's anointed? They 
must go deeper than bis power to charm for the explanation of his influence, 
and find it in his lofty ideal of duty and the self-abnegation with which he 
set himself to realise it, in bis burning hatred of injustice and 
oppression, in his tender thought for his people, in his «quick pity 
for all who suffered and sorrowed. It used to be said that if 
England were to become.a Republic, he would be its first President. 
but indeed the «qualities that marked him out for President made a 
Kepublic impossible. Queen Victoria's virtues had rehabilitated the 
Monarchy ; and the work which the mother achieved the son consolidated and. 
completed. He vindicated not only the Monarchy, but Eogland. “Under 
his shadow” we English “lived among the nations.” They could not but 
honour britain since they reverenced her King. He embodied all that was 
best in the English character, and happily personified the dignity of the 
Empire. How often he had saved his country from war would never be 
known. He was loved because he loved his people. And love was for ever 
triumpbant; it laughed at death; it would write his name deep in the annals 
of his Empire leave his gracious impress upon the unwritten statute-book 
which guarantees the peace and the happiness of a people. With additional 
appropriateness might we Jews say that under his shadow we lived 
among the nations. The favoured position, comparable only to that won by 
our people in the golden age of Moslem Spain, which we enjoyed in this dear 
England of ours, was in no small measure due to him. Bat abroad he aided 
the cause of religious freedom no less signally than at home. His personal 
example was a lesson to other sovereigns; it furnished a standard and a 
test ; it showed what shapes justice and liberty must assume if they were to 
be worthy of their name. Never could rulers justify oppression to their own 
consciences with the life of the seventh Edward to rebukethem. Thus it 
was that the Jews throughout the world were united with their English 
brethren that day in a common mourning. Was he (the preacher) 
looking at this vast calamity from too narrow a standpoint in 
thus emphasising its significance for Israel? Surely not: for the life 
and death of a race was no unworthy issue to be pondered when they were 
meditating upon the life and death of a King. Nay, it was an imperial issue. 
if we Jews were justly and humanely treated, it redounded to the glory of the 


Empire. To that glory the King contributed. The trath might appropriately § 


be remembered that day. No finer chaplet could be laid upon his tomb. 
Justice and loving-kindness—this was the secret of a King’s earthly 
immortality, the only firm basis of the stability of the State. It was the 
supreme lesson of their King’s life. Let all rulers take it to 
heart. If they would truly mourn for their august brother—truly 
honour his memory—let them heed the suffering hearts within 
their own dominions. Let them think of those of their subjects 
who went in terror of their lives, or in dread of ruthless eviction, and resolve 
that they shall fear no longer. For then the King *would not bave died in 
vain any more than he had lived in vain, And from the grave he would con-

FEDERATION OF SYNAGOGUES. 

A special meeting of the Federation was held on Tuesday at the Jewish 
Working Men's Club, for the purpose of voting an address of «ondolence to 
royal house. 

Lord SWAYTHLING, President, who was in the Chair, said that that 
meeting was being held on the first available day for the purpose of express- 
ing the deep grief they felt at the calamity which had befallen all of them. 
The death of King Edward the Peacemaker was a misfortune, not only to the 
British Empire, but to the entire civilised world. Jews appreciated King 
tdward’s love of peace because their own historical blessing ended with 
peace and the Jewish form of welcome began with it. They could not find 
in the late King the slightest tinge of religious intolerance. He counted 
many Jews among his intimate friends. His sympathy with the aflicted 
of all classes had made him beloved everywhere and the most popular 
hing that had ever reigned in this country. The orderly crowds 
of mourners that had attended the funeral showed how saddened his 
people had been by this disaster. The King bad followed the bright 
example of the late Queen Victoria, his mother, and they confidently relied 
upon his successor walking in his footsteps. King George had already 
siown appreciation of his duties and his sympathy on several occasions 
s nce his accession to the throne. They offered him their congratulations 
and prayed that with God’s blessing a bright fature might be assured to 
him. They hoped, too, that time, the healer, would bring solace to the 
widowed Yucen-Mother. He moved the following resolution :— ; 

That this meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues, representing 
forty-nine metropolitan and suburban congregations, places on record its deep and 
abiding sense of the national calamity and of the irreparable loss sustained by all 
classes by the untimely death of their beloved and revered King Edward VII. of 
blessed memory. The members of the Board in dutiful allegiance respectfully tender 
'o King George and Queen Mary, to the Queen-Mother, and to all the members of the 
Royal Family the expression of their heartfelt condolence and profound sympathy, 
and pray that our Heavenly Father will bestow His divine consolation upon the 
oyal House in their grief and preserve the members thereof from all further sorrow 
and suffering. The members further tenderto his Most Gracious Majesty George V.., 
Ning of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and of the British 
Dominions beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, the expression of their dutiful 
allegiance and devotion and respectful congratulations on his Accession and most 
sincerely wish him and (jueen Mary a long, happy and prosperous reign 

Mr. HERMAN LANDAU, in seconding the resolution, said that he spoke in 
the name of those Jews who had not had the good fortune to be born in this 
country. King Edward's example had extended far beyond these shores, and 
he only wished that Russia would take note of the grief shown by her former 
subjects for the death of the King that had befriended them. 

The Hon. Louis MONTAG, in support, said that the great feature of the 
nation’s mourning on this occasion was that each subject of his late Majesty 
felt his death as the loss of a personal friend. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 


LIVERPOOL.

The Queen-Mother's Letter to the Nation. 

Messrs. Raphael Tuck and Sons, Ltd., have, by command of the Queen- 
Mother, reproduced in fac-simile the pathetic letter of thanks to the Nation 
for sympathy in her bereavement which Her Majesty published. ‘The repro- 
duction has been carried out most artistically, the letter being surrounded 
oY a symbolic border expressive of the Empire's grief, designed by Sir 
tdward J. Poynter, Bart., President of the Royal Academy. Above, on each 
side, is a winged figure drawing aside a curtain and displaying the touching 
etter of the sorrowing Queen. On the left, the design represents Britannia 
mourning her loss. The Harp with the broken string and the broken, 
withered branch of the rose suggest the severing of the thread of the Life 
which played so important a part in the harmony of the Empire, and the 
»reaking off of its joys and activities. By Britannia’s side stands the figure 
ol Grief offering a cypress wreath. Below them, two boys astride on 
Jolphins, and holding the Trident, represent the Empire of the Sea. On 
the right is the winged figure of Fame descending to take the Trumpet, 
‘er well-known emblem, which a winged cherub holds up to her. By his 
side sits the Muse of History with a tablet ready to record to Posterity the 
noble achievements of the departed—a Reign of Peace, of Blessings and of 
kindly deeds. The two boys beneath, placing “a girdle about the earth,” 
‘Suggest the Empire-on which the sun never sets. From the centre below 
‘pring the Rose, the Shamrock and the Thistle supported by two boys, one 
holding the broken rose branch and the other the ever-blooming rose 
springing into fresh life with the advent of the coming Sovereign. It is 
issued to the public in two methods of reproduction at one shilling and one 
suinea each respectively, while a limited number of Proof Etchings are 
‘issued at two guineas and three guineas respectively. The entire proceeds 
of the sale of the fac-simile Autograph Letter will be given to an Institution 
selected by Her Majesty. 


Turkish Jews and the late King

CONSTANTINOPLE, 
The death of King Edward VII has caused deep pain among all the Jewish 
-ommunities in the Kast, and the Jewish journals have given expression to 
these sentiments by printing long articles, in which the benefits which His 
late Majesty conferred on our coreligionists are fully set forth. Immediately 
on his return from his journey, the Chief Rabbi of Turkey proceeded to the 
British Embassy in order to present to Sir Gerald Lowther the expressions 
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of condolence of the Jews in Turkey. The Ambassador immediately returned 
the visit,and in thanking Rabbi Nahoum once again expressed his creat 
esteem for the Jewish people. The young Jews of Constantinople sent a 
telegram of condolence to the Foreign Office. 


A Statue for Adelaide. 
Mr. Lewis Cohen, the Mayor of Adelaide, South Australia, has opened a 
public fund to provide a statue of King Edward. Over ¢4,000 bas already 
been collected. The Mayor headed the list with 2500. 


MARIENBAD.

lhe present not being the English season, there are only about twenty visitors of 
British nationality. It was felt, however, that the late King Edward wae such a 
familiar figure in Marienbad, that it would be fitting that a memorial service should 
be held in the English church upon the day that he was buried at Windsor. There 
was, however, no Chaplain, as services are held in the summer only. In the circum- 
Stanves Mr. Stuart M. Samuel, M.P., being the only Englishman in Marienbad holding 
an oflicial position, was approached, and he immediately telegraphed to the Society 
for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, in London, asking for a Chaplain 
to be sent out, with the result that the Rev. F. J. Cuanpier arrived, and conducted 
the memorial service. Mr. Samuel.also approached Prince Lichtenstein, the Prefect, 
asking him to attend the service officially. The congregation included Prince and 
Princess Lichtenstein, Prince Trautmansdorf, the Abbot of Teplitz, all the chief 
officials of Marienbad in uniform, as well as those Austrians possessing English 
decorations, Mr. Samuel, Mr. Rees Price, and the rest of the English visitors.

Sirn,—Now that King Edward has been gathered to his fathers, there will 
follow a natural desire to perpetuate his memory. It is only fair to expect 
that the loyal Jewish subjects of His late Majesty will not be behind in 
erecting some fitting memorial to Edward the Peacemaker, whose last 
humane action, it is reported, was to intervene on behalf of the Kieff Jews. 

Thinking on the subject of a memorial, an historical fact is recalled to 
my mind. 

’ When Alexander of Macedonia entered Jerusalem, the destruction of 
which by his warriors was marvellously prevented, if tradition is to be 
trusted, he expressed a wish to have his statue placed within the 
precincts of the Holy Temple.

all the new-born males during that year should be named after him. Hence 
the name of Alexander among the Jews, the cause for which to many bearers 
of it nowadays may be quite a revelation.

peace. He was truly a Prince of Peace. There is something in a name. There |

Dr. Emil Hirsch at the Jewish Religious Union. 


On Saturday afternoon, Dr. Emil G. Hirsch gave an address at a special 
service, Organised by the Jewish Religious Union. Mr. C. G. Montefiore 
read the prayers. 

Taking as his text Isaiah xlix. 6: “It is too light a thing that thou 
should’st be my servant to bring back the tribes of Jacob and to restore the 
waste-places of Israel. I will also give thee for a light to the nations. that 
thou mayest be my salvation to the end of the earth,” he described the 
conditions prevailing at the time when this prophecy was uttered. The 
prophet of the captivity would not have Jewish ambitions limited to the 
return to the Holy Land, to the rebuilding of the waste places of Israel, but 
he placed before his people a wider mission. Was it arrogance that held up 
to Israel the destiny of being a light tothe nations? Had Israel anything 
to teach Assyria, Babylon and Persia which transcended Israel in military 
power, inarchitecture and art and all the outward signs of prosperity? Israel 
had something to teach them. What they lacked was the idea of jastice, the 
conception of righteousness, which Israel had made his own. The same 
conditions which had prevailed in Isaiah's time were to be noted to-day. 
Israel was again inexile. But they could still say with the prophet that it 
was too light a thing merely to restore the tribes of Jacob and build up the 


waste places of Israel. They sympathised deeply with th

BOOKS REVIEWED. 


A Hebrew Manual of Agriculture. 


Mr. I. Einhorn of Palestine (now in London, 133, Romford Street, Field- 
gite Mansions, E.) has published in Hebrew a work intended as a technical 
guide to Jewish Agriculturists. The general title is Yishuba shel-huaretz 
and the sub-title is Sefer Torath abodath hi-adamah. The Hebrew language, 
assuredly, is tarned to the best advantage when it is employed to teach the 
scientific caltivation of the soil. 

The manual enters fully into the various species of earth products, 
atmospheric conditions, soils, irrigation, ploughing, manures, sowing, the 
warfare against insects and other enemies of fruits and flowers, the pro- 
cosses of reaping and harvesting, and the significance of rotation of crops. 
The work is practical and precise; the illustrations are also good. A very 
useful voeabulary of technical terms is given at the end of this altogether 
valuable treatise. 


Esther and Sheherazade. 

The similarity between Esther and the heroine of the Arabian Nights has 
been often noted, and, it must be added, distorted by exaggeration. The 
parallel, such as it is, is fully examined in an essay by E. Cosquin, entitled 
“Le Prologue-Cadre des Mille et une Nuits, les legendes perses, et le livre 
d’Esther (Paris, Lecoffre).

Will it be so very astonishing if some day or other a 
new historian shall actually discover that ksther was—Esther!” Admirably 
said! “ Esther” is not historical, but it is not a myth, nor is it a mere 
popular tale.

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Some Vital Statistics. 


As bearing on recent statements made in this journal and elsewhere, as 
to the decline in the number of Jewish marriages, it is interesting to note 
that, according to the Annual Summary of marriages, births and deaths in 
England and Wales for the year 1909, the marriages in England and 


Wales during the year referred to, corresponded to a rate of 146 
persons married per 1,000 of the population at all ages. This rate 
was (3 per 1,000 below the corresponding rate in 1908, and 11 


below the average rate in the ten years 189-1908. The births regis- 
tered in the year 1909 were in the proportion of 256 per 1,000 of the 
population at all ages. This rate was ‘9 per 1,000 below the rate 
in 1908, and was lower than the rate in any other year on record; compared 
with the average in the ten vears 1899-108, the birth-rate in 1909 showed a 
decrease of 22 per 1,000. Again, the births recorded in London during the 
52 weeks ended Ist January, 1910, were in the proportion of 24:2 per 1,000 
of the total population. This is the lowest rate recorded in the metropolis 
since civil registration was established. Buatit is noteworthy that in the 
largely Jewish borough of Stepney, the birth-rate, calculated on total 
population per 1,000 living at all ages, was 50°. This was the fourth 
highest of any borough in London, being exceeded only by Bermondsey (52 3), 
Shoreditch (31'7), and Bethnal Green (31.6). 


It must be pointed out, however, that Stepney has fallen from its pride | 


of place. For while, as has been seen, it had the fourth highest birth-rate 


last year, its average over the period 1904-8 was the highest in London (}4°5). | 
Still, even last year its figures of 30° compared with only 24:2 for Londonasa _ 


whole. 

The corrected death-rate per 1,000 persons living in Stepney was 1596 
last year. The figure was exceeded in only eight London boroughs, and was 
higher than in twenty London boroughs. 
whole was 1475. The average Stepney death-rate over the period 1901-8 
occupied the same relative position, though the difference between 
Stepney and the whole of London was greater—1ts°20, as compared with only 
1570. It will be seen that the death-rate per 1,000 persons living in Stepney 
fell from an average of 18°20 during 1904-8 to 15 96 in the year 1900. 


The official return estimates the population of Stepney in the vear 1909 | 


as compared with 208,600 enumerated in 1901. 


The deaths of infants under one year of age to 1,000 births were 11% in 
Stepney —a figure exceeded in only six cases.

THE ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 


Communicated. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee of the English Zionist Federation 
was held on the I%th inst., at the Offices, Chichester House, Chancery Lane. 
There were present : 

Mr. L. J. Greensers, in the Chair: Mr. S. B. Rabenstein. Treasurer: Mrs’ 
A. Liebster, and Messrs. N. Bentwich, L. Eisen, B. A. Fersht. B. Grad, J. K. 
Goldbloom, M. Jacobs, L. Kessler, W. Nathan and H. Snowman 


It was devided that a Shekel Mass Meeting should be held under the 
auspices of the Federation, at the Shoreditch Town Hall on Sunday, the 20th 
inst., the date fixed for Shekel-Day. It was resolved to call on all Zionist 
societies in the country to organise Shekel-Day meetings, and to make other 
arrangements for the sale of Shekolim. 

It was reported that as the result of a Conference convened by Herr 
Wolffsohn, and attended by a number of representative Zionists, on the Sth 
inst., to consider the Zionist situation in England, it had been agreed that, 
in order to arrive at a mutual understanding between the English Zionist 
Federation and the Order of Ancient Maccabiwans in regard to Zionist work 
in this country, there should take place,on the 2%th inst., a meeting between 
SiX representatives of each of these bodies, and that Dr. Charles Dreyfus 
should preside on the occasion; further, that for the present Shekel year 


and as a temporary arrangement the Actions Committee should forward 


direct to the Order of Ancient Maccab:eans the Shekolim required by them, 
It was now decided that Messrs. J. Cowen, L. Eisen, B. A. Fersht, L. Kessler, 
H. Snowman and 8. B. Rubenstein be appointed the representatives of the 
English Zionist Federation to meet in conference the representatives of the 
Order of Ancient Maccabwans, and that the representatives of the English 
Zionist Federation should refer back to the Executive any proposals that 
might be suggested. 

In response to a request from the Central Committee of the Hygienic 
Institute, to be established at Haifa, in Palestine, in commemoration of the 
sixtieth birthday of Dr. Max Nordau, Messrs. Norman Bentwich, B. Grad and 
Henry Snowman were appointed a Sub-Committee, for the purpose of creating 
a proposed English auxiliary in that Institution. 

Mr. L. Kessler was elected a representative of the English Zionist 
Federation at a Conference to be held in Berlin, on the question of the 
leadership of the movement. 

Mr. M. Leventhal was elected a member of the Executive as the repre- 


sentative of the Zionists of Dublin. 


HERZL NUMBER OF DIE. WELT

AMERICAN REFORM JUDAISM. 
TO THE BDITOR CHRONICLE.” 


Sik, When I glanced at the letter printed above the signature of 
Dr. Gotthard Deutsch, of Cincinnati, in your issue of May 20th, I became 
excitedly expectant. Lexpected a striking and overwhelming reply to the 
criticism contained in my letters of March 11th and 18th. After a few 
minutes’ reading, | was as greatly relieved as | was disappointed. For it 
leading scholar and teacher of Reform like Dr. Deutsch to write a letter of 
over a column-and-a-half without ever touching the fringe of the question 
isan achievement of which very few of your readers will have regarded him 
as capable. His introductory explanation that it is not for the vindication 
of Reform, bat for the correction of some erroneous statements, that he 
writes his letter ceases to be convincing in the moment one realises the 
nature of the corrections, and sees the conclusions he derives from them. 

But, however unimportant and insignificant the points may be which Dr. 
Deutsch deems himself bound to clear up by his “ corrections,” your readers 
will no doubt have wondered where the error of my statements comes in. 
Dr. Deutsch «uotes from my letter of March 18th, in which I said “ The tide 
of Orthodoxy is visibly rising (in America).. We even have the satisfaction 
of seeing the synagogue in which the same silver-tongued orator poured 
forth his teachings for years now anxiously seek a man for their pulpit who 
‘must be strictly orthodox in preaching and practice,’” ete. “The state- 
ment is erroneous,” Dr. Deutsch informs us gravely. This must 
naturally make us believe that Dr. Asher never succeeded Dr. Wise, 
or that Wise never preceded <Asher,- and that it is not at 
all’ the same synagogue that is now advertising for a _ atrictly 
Orthodox Rabbi. But Dr. Deutsch explains: “The congregation of which 
Dr. Wise was Rabbi before Asher was called as his successor would. from 
the English point of view, be considered a Reform congregation.” This is 
why my statement that the tide of Orthodoxy in New York is rising, and 
that the same synagogue in which Dr. Wise occupied the pulpit for years 
now seeks an Orthodox Rabbi, is erroneous. I really do not know what vour 
correspondent means by this “correction.” lam not aware that Dr. Asher 
served two congregations during his stay in New York, and I therefore 
cannot understand how he could be Rabbi Wise’s successor -without 
occupying the same pulpit. 

But this is surely a point the clearing up of which has very little 
bearing on the subject under discussion. The fact which I emphasised and 
which cannot be denied by Dr. Deutsch is that Reform Judaism in America 
is on the decline while Orthodoxy is in the ascendant and is assuming new 
life and new vigour. I need only quote one or two of the recent 
utterances of some leading Reform lKabbis to corroborate this view. 
At the Conference of American Reform Rabbis held in July, 1908, the 
President, Dr. David Philipson, included the following in his “ Message” : 

“Bat | hear it said that since the day of the organisation of this 
conference the face of the American Jewish universe has greatly changed ; 
that, owing to the arrival of masses of immigrants during the past twenty 
years, our religious situation is altogether different from what it was before. 
Dismay has seized many. The tide of reactionism has swept them off their 
feet. The optimistic note of the leaders of the nineteenth century has 
changed in many quarters to a pessimistic wail. The despairers cry that 
the progressive tendency that this conference represents cannot possibly 
hold its own against the overwhelming odds that spell reactionism, ghetto- 
ism, romanticism, neo-nationalism and neo-orthodoxy. In spite of many 
untoward signs, I firmly believe that there is no cause for despair, dismay 
and disheartenment.” (See Year Book, 1908), 

The comfort which Dr. Philipson was able to derive in the year 1908 
from the proposition that “ Neo-Nationalism” and “ Neo-Orthodoxy " were 
inseparably connected with “ reactionism and ghettoism,” which were mere 
“ passing phases,” has since proved elusive, and the “ message ” of 1910 will 
have to be considerably modified. Neo-Nationalism and neo-orthodoxy have 
made rapid strides in the United States, and have penetrated into some of the 
largest, richest, and most emancipated Reform Synagogues. The walls of the 
most beautiful and most un-Jewish of American “ Temples "—Temple 
Emanu-el—have recently re-echoed the thundering words of an enthusiastic 
young Rabbi, calling upon his congregation to return to traditional 
Judaism, and to choose life instead of death. Is this a passing storm ? 

As to the Theological Seminary in New York, of which I said that it 
was promising to be a bulwark of orthodoxy in America, your corres- 
pondent’s allegations have not shaken my belief in its future in the slightest 
degree, and | am convinced that this Seminary will play an important part 
in the re-making of American Jewry. Ina country like the United States, 
where the influence of the leaders of Reform is so great and the material 
advantages connected with the pulpits of the “ Temples ” are so enormous, 
it cannot be wondered at if now and again a young candidate yields to 
temptation and joins a Reform Synagogue. Rut even in a Reform pulpit a 
man who has during his years of training been imbued with a true under- 
standing and genuine love of traditional Judaism can, and will, do more 
good than the disciple of an institution in which disregard for all traditional 
Jewish teachings is taught or connived at, and the line of least resistance 
is followed by both teacher and student. 

Having substantiated the statements contained in my letter of March 
18th with reference to the position of Orthodoxy in America, I must now 
turn to that part of Dr. Deutsch’s letter, which is less interesting, although 
more learned. Of the many questions which I asked in my letter uf March 
11th, in order to demonstrate the failure of Reform and of Sunday services in 
Germany, Professor Deutsch selected one for which he proceeded to provide an 
answer. My question was: “Are thechildren of the original German reformers 
Jews to-day?” Dr. Deutsch searched his memory and found that someof the 
leaders of Reform left children who are still Jews. The Geigers and 
the Philippsons are still alive. Of the sons of Samuel Holdheim he knows 
that two of them died as Jews. What happened to the sons of the sons he 
doer not know—at least, he does not say. Going a little further back, he

Master Tailors met recently at the Three Nans Hotel, Aldgate, to discuss 
the necessity of organisation as a means of removing many of the anomalies 
and disadvantages under which they at present labour in the matter of 
Mr. W. Isaacs pointed out to the meeting that 


unless Jewish master tailors were properly organised their iaterests would 


inevitably suffer and they would be insuflicieatly represented on the Trade 
Board. Mr. Isaacs intimated that a Federation of Jewish Master Tailors had

Oar Friendly Societies should read with interest the report of the 
proceedings at the annual conference of the Hearts of Oak Benefit Society. 
A great amount of time seems to have been spent upon the discussion of a 


report by the Executive Council with reference to the question of sick 


| visitation. 


Since 1904 the society has been experimenting with a system of 


visitation by paid officials, and it was recommended by the Council that 
except in areas where the membership was small the system of paid visitation 


should be definitely adopted. 


_ 


It was suggested in one quarter that the 
employment of whole-time sick inspectors should be discontinued in favour 
of part-time official sick visitors, but the suggestion was not entertained. 

There is not the least doubt that the system of sick visitation as it 
obtains in our Jewish Friendly Societies is hopelessly ineffective. It not 
infrejuently happens that in cases where a sick man has contravened the 
rules the visitor has not the heart to place an adverse report upon the sheet. 
It has likewise to be remembered that the sick pay of the average society is 
quite inadequate for the man with a family and with no source of income 
other than that accruing from his daily labours. 

From a strictly economic standpoint, if the Jewish societies ever adopted 
thesystemof paid whole-timeor part-timesick visitors—and their membership, 
unless collectively, hardlyseems extensive enough to warrant it—it would be a 
happy idea if persistent beneficiaries of distress funds were appointed to 
these positions. They could be depended upon to carry out their duties con- 
scientiously. This the average sick visitor does not do. He usually makes 
his call after a hard day's work, and it is easy to understand his eagerness, 
except under special circumstances, to make his visit as short as duty and 
convention render necessary. 

A writer in one of the local papers recalls some of the curiosities to be 
found at one time in the museums attached to old East London taverns. As some 
of these knick-knacks have a Biblical interest, their enumeration should not 
weary Jewish readers. There was “ The Royal Swan,” a hostel near Shore- 
ditch Church, mentioned by a writer of 1756. Here, mine host exhibited, in 
what he termed his “ Kaackatory,” the hat worn by Adam's eldest daughter ! 
There was likewise shown here the very comb that Adam used to com- 
plete the toilet of Isaac and Jacob. Add to these two curios the very key 
to the fore and back door of the Garden of Eden, and you gain some idea of 
the ingenious character of the “fakes that attracted thirsty souls and made 
them open their eyes in wonder.

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DR. EMIL HIRSCH ON LIBERAL JUDAISM. |

wonderful. Somebody had said, he continued, that with the American Jew 
charity had become the totality of his religion. It was curious, however, to 
he told by Dr. Hirsch of the partition that still divides Jew and Christian, 
even in a country so advanced as the United States. Avcording to Dr. 
Hirsch, the American Jews “ live among themselves.” The barriers between 
Jew and non-Jew, he said, are, perhaps, higher in America than anywhere 
else. In New York, it is the rarest thing for Jewish families to meet non- 
Jewish families socially. Out in the West, in Dr. Hirsch’s opinion, the 
division is not quite so intense, but even there the social intercourse between 
Jews and non-Jews, especially in the case of women—for men, of course have 
business relationships — is very limited. 

“ That,” said Dr. Hirseh, * has its good side, however, in that it prevents 
intermarriage.” 

Dr. Hirsch expregsed the belief, however, that intermarriage does occur in 
the United States—not among the rich or poor, but among the middle classes. 

As for the economic situation of American Jewry, the Doctor stated that 
with the exception of the recent immigrants, the Jews of the United States 
were in a very good position, and were a valued element in the general 
community. 

“ The immigrant,” he remarked, “ may have trouble in the first few years, | 
but he generally gets on. If immigraion were to stop to-morrow, in ten 
years from now there would be very little call for charity. Wedonot want 
immigration to stop, because America is the oaly refuge left to persecuted 
Jews, and the Jewish immigrants do no hari to our country ; quite the 
reverse, 

What about anti-Semitism in the United States, of which we hear in 
England from time to time? 


“ There is no political anti-Senitism, but there is social anti-Semitism. 


The wealthier «lass—-the Yankee Americans—have cot it into their heads 
that the Jews are not their social equals, and in their clubs, by a tacit 
understanding, they do not admit Jews. In the University Clab of Chicago 
a clab for University graduates—they would not admit me.” 

A reference to the White Slave evil brought from Dr. Hirsch the state- 
ment that they had had in Chicago cases of White Slavery, and the State 
Legislature of Illinois bad passed a very stringent law, making it almost a 
life penalty to sell girls. — 

“Uader the operation of that law,” said Dr. Hirsch, * we have succeeded 
in ferretting out several very flagrant cases, though it ought to be said that 
only about one-fifth of the guilty parties were Jews. We have now got a law 
passed in Congress to make it penal to transport these girls from one State 
to another.” 

On English aflaira De. Hirsch was reluctant to express any opinion. He 
did, however, remark en passant, that there were enough Jews in London 
to make a movement like the Jewish Religious Union a strong one. He 
could not understand, he added, why it should be opposed. so long as it did 
not interfere with orthodox Jews -which he did notthink :t did. —

Children’s Country Holidays Fund. 

The twenty-first annual report of the Jewish Branch of the Children’s Country 
Holidays Fund, one of the most praiseworthy institutions in the community. points 
out that the past year’s work was a record one, provision for a fortnight having been 
made for as many as 3073 children, which is an increase of 130 on the previous years 
number. l'wenty-three country homes were utilised and the children were under 
the control of sixty superintendents, nearly all of whom were school teachers. 
No case of serious illness occurred. It is pointed out that it is almost impossible 

even were it desirable—to limit the work of the Jewish Branch. since the 
extent of its functions depends entirely on the extent of the work undertaken 
by the general fand. The Committee are morally compelled to find homes and make 
necessary arrangements for all Jewish cases that have been passed by the various 
local Committees. Referring to the cost of carrying on the work, the report remarks 
that, although the extension of the work of the branch undoubtedly meets with 
universal approbation, the Committee regret to have to state that the financial 
support does not continue to keep pace with the growth of their undertaking. Of 
recent years, unfortunately, the funds have been insufficient to enable the Committee 
fully to cope with the increased claims that have fallen upon their shoulders. In the 
year under review the accumulated deficit had already reached £630, when the 
generous bequest of £500 from the Jate Ellis A. Franklin was received, and utilised 
to lessen this debt. The sum of £130 still remains due to the Bankers. The Com- 
mittee feel sure that their financial worries would be at an end if those who are 
unacquainted with the work of the Fund were to visit the country centres and see what 
is being done for the little ones. The report observes that Sabbath services are held in 
every centre. Where no suitable hall was available, these took Place in the open air 
Che report contains extracts from the Superintendents reports, which give an 
account of the activities of the children while on their holiday. The Committee 
express their thanks to the numerous ladies and gentlemen who have interested 
themselves in the work of the branch and to the members of the “ Young Israel ” 
League of the Jewitsn Curonicte for their collection. The report concludes with an 
urgent appeal for the sum of £1 500. The Committee are about to start the season's 
work with a deficit of £130, and the balance is required by them if they are to fulfil 


their obligations for the ensuing season. They sincerely hope that the full sum will 
be forthcoming.

LAWN TENMIS FOR LADIES.—All will recognise that there is no better 
meins of promoting a healthy action of the body or of bidding defiance to 
the doctor than a moderate indulgence in sports and pastimes, and that 
which holds good fur the male population is eqnally beneficial to the female 
element. Unfortunately, in the past not much cncouragement had been held 
out to our young women to enter the arena of sport. Where they have done so, 
however, it is apparent that they have benefited exceedingly both from an 
educational and recreative point of view. Weon that account, and for other 
reasons, welcome a book written by Mrs. Lambert Chambers, one of the 
greatest exponents of the art of tennis-playing, on “Lawn Tennis for 
Ladies.” By her book Mrs. Chambers aflords—-perbaps indirectly— 
the greatest encouragement that could possibly be given to ladies 
t» take part in outdoor sports. In the course of a_ chapter 
on athletics for ladies, she dispels, and it is hoped once for all, 
the erroneous ideas that, by taking part in_ athletics, a_ lady 
injures her health, or impairs her womanliness or mars her appearance >. 


‘The authoress discusses the physical advantages that must accrue fioa 


indulging in athletics, and pvints out that of all games, tennis is the cn> 
most suited for girls. Again, lawn tennis is not difficult to learn, although, 
as Mrs, Chambers puts it, it is not an easy game to play well. But a radimen- 
tary idea of it suffices to give anyone a good deal of healthy exercise aud enjoy- 
ment. Many valuable hints are given in aclear form on practice and how 
to improve, match and tournament play, on the choice of a lawn. and weapons, 
etc. Not the least interesting feature of this excellent book is some 
personal reminiscences, together with an account of the authoress’s most 
botable mateh. The work throughout is profusely and appropriately illus- 
trated, and the book, which is published by Methuen and Co., at 2s. td. net, 
can be safely recommended as an excellent guide to beginners of both sexes, 
while it will be found to be of value to experienced players. 

SWIMMING —Swimming is without doabt not only the most enjoyable 
but the most really useful of all the many pastimes in which old and young 
alike can indulge. And it is, therefore, with a certain amount of pleasure 
that we noted, from anumber of visits at one of the baths in the 
East End, the large number of members of our working lads who 
are quite “at home” in the watery element. But the most gratifying feature 
of al! was that in addition to this, many who have evidently not been near a 
Swituning-bath before have taken to the water with such enthusiasm, that 
the, are sure to become eflicient swimmers in the notdistant future. But 
what these novices must not forget is that of all pastimes, swimming is the 
most easily learnt—if the right methods are employed. The |eginner 
should always remember that it is not swimming but natural buoyancy that 
keeps him afloat. The first rule in learning to swim is to gain confidence, 
and until the novice has that he cannot swim. He should not employ 
ar'iticial means, such as corks, water wings, or apy such contrivance, but get 
himself accustomed to the water by frequent visits. 

A FEW PRACTICAL HINTS FOR BEGINNERS.—The beginner should 
enter the water gradually, and when he has waded his way as far out as to 
let the water reach his chest, he should turn towards the shore, draw his 
hands up to his chest, keeping the fingers close together, the thumbs press- 
iby against the foretingers so as to form a sort of hollow scoop, which gives a 
greater power of propulsion. The palms of the hands should be kept down- 
Waris, and the upper part of the arm and elbow should be close to the body > 
het. stretch out the arms to the fall extent just under the surface of the 
Water; tura the palms of the hands out and take a circular stroke 
Until the arms are square with the shoulder. These exercises should 
be repeated slowly three or four times and then coming back to 
Where the arms are extended in front on the level of the shuualders, strike 
Out for the shore. By repeating these movements the beginner will have 
done mach to care him of any fear he might have had. The mouth should 
be kept closed. Proper drawing of the breath is essential, as all learners 
are ‘ery apt todraw their breath at the moment they strike out and, to a 
certiinty, get a mouthful of water, the effect of which, to say the least, will 
take them uncomfortable. The proper time for taking breath is when the 
arms are just about to be extended in front on making the stroke. The leg 
"ovement will be dealt with later.
